Forcibly Put 
In Asylum 


BATON ROUGE, La. (#i—Sheriff’s deputies Thurs- 
day night hauled a cursing, fist-swinging Gov. Earl K. 
Long to a Louisiana state mental hospital. 


Doctors said the ailing 63-year- 
old governor is suffering from 
laranoiac schizophrenia—delusions 
of persecution. 


Deputies had to pull the fight- 
ing governor from one automobile 
and force him into another before 
speeding to the hospital at Man- 
deville. 


Long repeatedly screamed a 
profane phrase. 


They were called “‘lapins,” or 
rabbits, because the Nazis used | 
them experimentally in the Rav- | 
ensbrueck concentration camp. 

Some of the more swinish anti- 
Semitic literature in circulation 
today comes from Hitler-lover 
Rockwell in Virginia. It exalts 
Hitler and his theory. 


Hitlerism was a monstrous 
philosophy of the superman. He 
was by no means merely anti- 
Jewish. The Polish women, who 
descended into hell, and lived, 
were Roman Catholic Poles. To 
the ‘“‘Master Race’ they were 
merely several of an “inferior 
race.” 


These women, when captured 
and imprisoned, were young girls 
in their teens and early twenties. 
Some were teachers, painters, 
young housewives, farm girls, 
schoolgirls. Nazi doctors used 
them as human guinea pigs. 


Hideous Cruelties 


These are some of the hideous 
cruelties to which they were sub- 
jected: 


They were cut with surgical 
knives and were gashed with 
sharp stones and sticks. Some 
wounds were left to infect natu- 
rally from the germs on the in- 
struments causing them. Others 
deliberately were infected with 


various types of germ cultures. 


After raging fevers and delirium | 
developed, the new sulfanilamide | 
drugs were used to determine | 
relative effectiveness. 


Many died. A few lived. 


Those who lived were, along 
with new victims, subjected to 
other horrors. 


German doctors advanced the 
idea that muscles, if removed 
from living persons, might be 
transplanted in the legs and arms 
of soldiers who had _ suffered 


muscle loss in battle wounds. 


So muscles were removed from 
the women and used in such ex- 
perimental operations. Some of 
the ‘Polish Ladies’’ who now 
have returned home had no leg 
muscles and needed braces to 
walk. 


Still other young girls and women 
were subjected to sterilization 
experiments. Hitler and his psy- 
chotic staff had the idea that 
when they had conquered the 
world they would carry out sys- 
tematic sterilization of the “‘in- 
ferior races.’ The birth rates 
would be carefully controlled, so 
‘as to furnish merely enough 
workers to do all the inferior

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Ethel 
Barrymore, queen of the great 
acting family and a star for 58 
years, died Thursday. She would 
have been 80 Aug. 15. 


Miss Barrymore joined her 
brothers John and Lionel in death 
at 9 a.m. Present in her Beverly 
Hills apartment were her son, 
Samuel Barrymore Colt, and a 
nurse, Anna Albert. They had sat 
by her bed through the night. 


Dr. Clay Barton pronounced the 
actress dead. Invalided with a 
heart ailment, her condition 
worsened in the last two weeks. 


Last rites were administered by 
a priest of the Roman Catholic 
Church, Miss Barrymore had been 
a Catholic all her life and never 
rewed after her unhappy marriage 
to firearms heir Russell Griswold 
Colt ended in 1923.

House Votes 
$3.5 Billion 


Foreign Aid

WASHINGTON—The House of 
Representatives approved Thurs- 
day a $3,542,600,000 foreign aid 
authorization for the coming fis- 
cal year. The roll call vote was 
221 to 142. 


The only important cut was a 
reduction of $100,000,000 from the 
$800,000,000 recommended by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
for the development loan fund. 


Even this cut, however, repre- 
sented no setback for the admin- 
istration, which had originally re- 
quested only $700,000,000. 


In dealing with some 25 amend- 
ments offered from the floor, the 
Foreign Affairs Committee suc- 
cessfully beat off all other major 
attempts to reduce the program. 


As finally approved, the House 
measure authorizes a net of $366,- 
800,000 less than President Eisen- 
hower had asked. The adminis- 
tration request was $3,909,400,000. 
The biggest cuts, all made by the 
House committee before the bill 
reached the floor, were in mili- 
tary assistance, defense support 
and the President’s contingency 
fund. 


The House bill broadly reflects 
a strong sentiment in Congress 
this year for increasing emphasis 
on economic aid programs and 
for taking a more cautious atti- 
tude toward military assistance.

A package plan which would give Georgia a pupil 
placement law and probably avoid the closing of any 
schools in the state is already before a House commit- 
tee, a Fulton County legislator said Thursday. 


Rep. M. M. (Muggsy) Smith in- 
troduced three bills at the 1959 
session of the General Assembly 
to repeal all previous segregation 


laws. A fourth bill — patterned 
closely after an Alabama law 


The House State of the Repub- 
lic committee took no action on 
the bills, which means they will 
still be before the committee when 
the General Assembly convenes 
next January. 


Meanwhile, several of the state’s 
legal observers said they doubted 
that a federal ruling in Arkansas 
on school closing would affect ex- 
isting Georgia laws which compel 
the governor to close schools or- 
dered integrated. 


Georgia laws differ considerably 
from the Arkansas statutes with 
which the U.S. tribunal was deal- 
ing, the experts said.

Robert C. Millar, president of 
the company which publishes the 
morning Florida Times - Union, 
said Thursday agreements have 
been signed for purchase of the 
publication rights and franchises 
of the Journal. 


Earlier president John H. Perry 
Jr. of the Jacksonville Journal 
said rising production costs 
caused the sale of the largest of 
the Perry group of daily and 
weekly newspapers. 


TERMS UNDISCLOSED 


Terms of the sale were not dis- 
closed. 


The Times-Union has a daily 
circulation of 161,895 and 165,963 
on Sunday. The Journal said its 
circulation is 60,000. 


| “The trend toward single own- 
|ership of newspapers in medium- 
sized cities, which began about 
| 25 years ago, is rapidly running 
its course,” Millar said. 


“The merger of the Journal 
and the Florida Times-Union 
leaves only Miami and St. Peters- 
burg in Florida with two sepa- 
rately owned newspapers. Those 
are the only cities in the South- 
east with dual publishing inter- 
ests and among the very few in 
the country other than the major 
metropolitan cities,” Millar went 
| on. 


TIMES-UNION UNCHANGED 


The Journal, beginning July 1, 
will be published in the Times- 
Union building. Three editions 
will be printed Monday through 
Saturday, Millar said. The Times- 
Union will appear seven mornings 
a week as at present, and also in 
three editions.

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 
—Two Soviet MIG fighters buzzed 
an Iranian airliner five times 
Wednesday when it strayed over 
the Baltic, an airline spokesman 
reported here Thursday night.

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Little Rock Ruling 
Has Vital Meaning 


Atlanta’s, and Georgia’s, school future 
has new underscoring in the federal court 
rulings of yesterday in the Little Rock 
case. 

The laws under which Gov. Faubus 
closed the schools were ruled unconstitu- 
tional Thursday. They are, in general, 
closely akin to the major legislation en- 
acted in Georgia and other Southern 
states. 

Commenting on the decision, 
Faubus said: 

“With this decision my authority to 
close the schools and the peoples’ right to 
vote to open them is ruled out.” 

The school board has announced it 
may appeal, as a formality, to clear the 
record completely but in the meantime 
will plan to reopen the school which Gov, 
Faubus closed in the autumn of 1957. 

The court order of Thursday perman- 
ently enjoined the school board “and all 
others” from “directly or indirectly” im- 
peding, thwarting, delaying or frustrat- 
ing the application of the approved plan 
for “the gradual integration of the Little 
Rock schools.” 

This plan had been adopted in 1957 
and approved by the court. It is interest- 
ing to note that this plan would have 
required 10 years of gradual application 
before completion. Meanwhile, the high" 
schools have lost two years of operations 
because of Gov. Faubus’ decision to defy 
court orders. 

Other states, facing the same problem, 
will likely be interested in another phase 
of the decision. It was that the state 
might not send money to private schools 
or to schools outside Little Rock to help 
pay for the education of pupils who left 
the Little Rock districts. 

The issue of direct compensation to 
the individual child was not before the 
court. 

It is now assumed that Little Rock’s 
high schools will be reopened next fall. 
Gov. Faubus, who has been known to 
change his mind, has said he would not 
interfere if the state laws were ruled un- 
constitutional, as now has been done. 

Arkansas has a school placement law. 
It will be used in Little Rock and the 
other cities in the state where court orders 
for desegregation were allowed, by the 
governor, to continue without interrup- 
tion. 

The board has announced it will rely 
on the placement law to control integra- 
tion. 

The Little Rock experience demon- 
strates the tragic cost of a state refusing 
to allow local boards to try and solve 
their own problems once under a court 
order. Certainly the evidence mounts 
that such a course—permitting local op- 
tion—is not merely the wise course but 
the only one which will permit retention 
of public schools.

Pastors Aren’t Puppets 
Of Their Congregations 


Dr. Ernest Trice Thompson, of Rich- 
mond, moderator of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church (South), 
has said of the abrupt dismissal of Dr. 
Robert McNeil, Columbus, Ga., pastor, 
that the official reason advanced for the 
ousting demanded challenge. 

Reports were that Dr. McNeil had been 
dismissed because of the opposition of 
some 50 men out of a congregation of about 
1,000 who objected to his very moderate 
position on the race question. But in the 
ousting process the public and official 
reason given was that “The voice of the 
pulpit should be the voice of the congre- 
gation.” 

It is to this that Moderator Thompson 
strongly, and we think properly, dissents. 

It seems rather obvious that the only 
valid reason for a pastor is to have, not a 
puppet or a ventriloquist dummy sitting 
on the congregation’s collective knee, but 
a shepherd or a leader, teacher, adviser, 
comforter and so on. 

If the minister is to be mute unless 
he speaks exclusively what the congre- 
gation thinks, then there is no need for a 
minister to instruct and, if need be, re- 
buke and admonish. The congregation can 
simply meet, express mutual views one 
with the other, and go home. 

Certainly the suggestion that the min- 
ister shall be only the voice of the con- 
gregation is a shocking one. Moderator 
Thompson said, in urging a challenge: 


“If a single presbytery dismisses a min- 
ister from his pulpit on any such grounds, 
or if it appears to have done so, and if this 
action is not challenged and, if need be, cor- 
rected by synod or General Assembly, then 
God help us.” 

He continued, “‘If the freedom of one min- 
ister is sacrificed, the freedom of us all is 
in danger. And if the freedom of the pulpit 
is lost, then every other freedom is in 
jeopardy.” 


This conclusion is so sound as to be 
unanswerable. Does a church want a pas- 
tor or one of Edgar Bergen’s boys?

‘Fair Trade’ Bill’s Given 
Blistering It Deserves 


The Justice Department came out 
swinging this week against a federal “‘fair 
trade” bill that would rob Peter, the con- 
sumer, to pay Paul, the retailer. 

In a blistering attack on this attempt 
to ram fixed prices down the throats of 
every consumer in the United States, 
Robert A. Bicks, head of the Justice De- 
partment’s anti-trust division, testified 
before a Senate commerce subcommittee 
that “fair trade” is nothing but a scheme 


to outlaw price competition and would’ 


result inevitably in “tremendously higher 
prices to consumers.” 

Mr. Bicks knows what he is talking 
about. A Department of Justice survey 
in 1956 found that in eight “non-fair- 
trade” cities consumers could save 27 per 
cent in buying some 77 items at the lowest 
prices prevailing in those cities as against 
the prices for identical goods in “fair 
trade” areas. 

There’s nothing fair about “fair 
trade.” It is a deceptive slogan behind 
which hide lobbyists for higher prices. 
This particular federal “fair trade” bill 
would make it an offense for any retailer 
to sell any affected item below a mini- 
mum price set by the manufacturer. 

Let no one be deceived. This is a 
vicious bill. It would impair the efficient 
operation of the free market. It: would 
enable manufacturers to fix prices in a 
fashion similar to European cartels. 

A vote for fair trade is a vote for 
higher prices and a vote for inflation. 

The Senate should slam the door on 
this price-fixing bill without further ado.

Beulah showed all signs of de- 


veloping into a full-scale hurri- | 


cane early Wednesday, 


Tax on Sales to U.S. 


Nears Court Test 


The State Revenue Department agreed Thursday 
to a quick hearing on a test suit against collection of 
sale stax on sales to federal installations. 


Deputy Revenue Commissioner 
George Sims said the department 
and the plaintiffs have agreed on 
what are the basic issues in the 
suit filed Wednesday in Superior 
Court at Gainesville. Judge G. 
Fred Kelley is expected to hear 
the case early in July. 


The suit was filed against Rev- 
enue Commissioner Dixon Oxford 
by the J. D. Jewell poultry firm 
contending the 1951 sales tax act 
does not tax dealers on sales to 
the federal government. 


The company also challenges a 
March ruling by Atty. Gen. Eu- 
gene Cook that the state’s three 
per cent sales tax is a levy on 
sellers rather than on purchasers 
and consumers. The firm asked 
refund of $199.56 in sales taxes on 
poultry products sold to Ft. Ben- 
ning. 


After many protests were re- 
ceived, Oxford suspended collec- 
tion of the tax on sellers.

A. If you put down summer 
rugs, Mrs. G. F., you spare 
your winter rugs three months’ 
use. So summer rugs, long-run, 
can extend the life of your win- 
ter rugs. In addition: 


1. Summer rugs look cooler. 


2. Summer rugs cut down 
housework. They need not be 
vacuumed. 


3. If your children leave a 
plastic wading pool, trail through 
the living room, for example, 
summer rugs—or bare floors— 
are a “must.” Water spots 
tufted rugs beyond first aid of 
even professional rug_ cleaners. 


4. If properly stored, your 
wool rug can’t possibly be at- 
tacked by moths or carpet 
beetles. 


LESS NEED NOW 

On the other hand, there’s 
probably less need for summer 
rugs now than there once was. 
Many wool rugs are factory 
mothproofed. Synthetic fibers 
resist attack by most insects. 
Too: 


1. Wall-to-wall carpeting fs 
hard to take up. So if you leave 
your 9x12 rug where it~ lies, 
you're in the company of some 
fastidious housekeepers.

Straw 
matting and cotton rugs vary in 
price. 


Kraft fiber, sisal and straw 
rugs can be spray dyed or paint- 
ed for a summer - to - summer 
change. To do so, vacuum the 
rug thoroughly. Roll rug back 
and vacuum dust from floor un- 
derneath. While the rug is 
rolled back, cover floor with 
thick layer of newspaper. Be 
sure they extend at least a foot 
beyond rug edge. Unroll rug 
back into place over these lay- 
ers of newspapers. Spray with 
dye or paint in one direction. 
Always spray each width begin- 
ning with area not sprayed and 
working across to part already 
done. Allow rug to dry in place.
